Memories. 

( Written for the Gazette and Transcript.] 
What could be a better possession in 


old age than a mind stored with happy 
memories! And when shall we begin to 
store up pleasant memories if not now? 

Our memories are such capricious fac- 
ulties The name or fact we so greatly 
desire to recall, slips away when we 
most need it; the incident we would 
feign blot out, recurs persistently. We 
cannot say with any degree of certainty, 
“This 1 will remember," “This 1 will for- 
get." 

Psychologists agree t hat the strength 
of an impression determines the case 
with which it will be recalled Thus 
faces seen only once under singular cir- 
cumstances will be remembered more 
easily than faces seen more often but un- 
der less striking conditions. 

It i* Intel esting to compare the powers 
of memory in different people, especially 
to learn what are their earliest recollec- 
tions. One person thinks he can remem- 
ber his mother who died when lie was 
two years old ; another can recall nothing 
till his first day at school. 

Il is often a question whether our ear- 
liest mental pictures are really memories 
or whether they are incidents we have 
heard recounted hy our elders ami have 
dwelt on in imagination till we think they 
are our own. 

Almost every one ha* some special 
realm of experience or (information in 
which his memory acts most readily. 

Dates, that never-never land of some 
minds, are a* a matter of perfect ease to 
others. Royal families, botanical names, 
chemical equations, telephone numbers — 
it matters not what, you have some special 
hobby which you have no difficulty in 
storing up 

"tie very amazing thing about memory 
is the w ay in w hich it w orks unconsciously 
when once we have set it in motion. 

We wish to recall a fact or a name. 
Just at the moment it eludes us; but 
later, perhaps much too lat«- for our pur- 
pose, it flashes upon ti* out of a clear sky. 

It is a* if memory were a careless 
housekeeper who had tucked an article 
away and forgotten where she had laid it. 
It is safe, in the sense that it i* well hid- 
den. but we would often thank the cus- 
todian of our mental treasure if she

all hope to lie old some day and in that 
day we shall find that memory is our 
greatest friend or enemy. It all depends 
on what words and deeds we are giving 
into her keeping now 

Will the part you played in that deal to- 
day, bear repeating to your grandchildren 
or will it have to be tinted by the imagin- 
ation to present you to their eyes in the 
light of a hero?" 

Most important of all. will it give you 
pain or pleasure if in the silence of some 
night, memory should flash the whole pic- 
ture before your sleepless eyes! You 
know just how it happened, you cannot 
deceive yourself with imagination, you 
kuow whether it is cause for delight or 
remorse. 

Memory Is a truthful historian. It 
is for us to see that we have 
“Deposited upon the silent shore 
t >f memory, images and precious thoughts 
That shall not die, and cannot be 
destroyed."

WATER OF THE WORLD. 


What Will W* Do When the Population 
Outgrows tho Rainfall? 

Dr. McGee, nu American scientist, 
“who follows the form of Investigation 
that uses weighing scales for testi- 
mony-scales that cannot lie,” has 
found that the average Individual uses 
directly or Indirectly about 4,400 tons 
of water every year. He drinks a ton. 
The vegetables be consumes require 
nbout 400 tons for their growth, and 
his annual meat supply of 200 pounds 
uses up no less than 4,000 tons of 
water. 

Using this figure as a basis. Dr. Mc- 
Gee 6hows that when the population 
of the United States has reached 1,017,- 
000,000, which be thinks will occur 
about A. D. 2210, every drop of the 
annual rainfall will be required to 
maintain the food supply, and no fur- 
ther increase of inhabitants will be 
possible. 

The present Inhabitants of the entire 
world, estimated at about 1,500,000,000, 
can be Increased to 20,000,000,000 If 
the total annual rainfall of earth re- 
mains as it Is today— that is, thirteen 
times the present population will 
crowd the earth to its limit 

Dr. McGee’s estimates, however, 
leave quite out of account the ques- 
tion of tapping the oceans, which is 
at least a possibility.— London Maga- 
zine.

1 have also 
written “Pendennis.” 

Vice Chancellor— Never heard of 
these works, but no doubt they are 
proper books. 

Thackeray— I have also contributed 
to Punch.

M. Clyde Kelly. Conqueror of 
Congressman Dalzell. 


M. Clyde Kelly of Braddock, ra., 
who defeated Joln-i Dalzell for the con- 
gressional nomination at tho recent 
primary elections in the Thirtieth Penn- 
sylvania district, is a tyro in poli- 
ties compared with the battle scarred 
veteran of many campaigns. For near- 
ly a quarter of a century Mr. Dalzell 
has represented his state lu congress 
and has had a large influence lu di- 
recting legislation. Next to Uncle Joe 
Cannon and Sereno E. Payne he was 
the most forceful figure on the Repub- 
lican side of the house. 

The record of Mr. Kelly iu politics 
is brief. lie was elected a member of 
the Pennsylvania legislature last fall 
and during the recent session was ono 
of the few progressive Republicans In 
that body. The honor came to him 
unsought, as ho preferred to devote 
his energy to the management of his 
business. But the call of his fellow 
townsmen became so insistent that he 
made the campaign and won. Ills 
course in the legislature was so pleas- 
ing to his constituents that he was 
named for congress on the primary 
ticket of the progressives and was 
again successful. Mr. Kelly Is anews- 
paper man -and Is editor and publisher 
of the Braddock News-nerakl. 

Probing the Money Trust. 

Samuel Untermyer, tho noted New 
York lawyer, who suggested the wis- 
dom of investigating the so called 
money trust, will assist in handling 
t lie probe. The Inquiry will be con- 
ducted by a subcommittee of the house 
committee on banking and currency 
and will endeavor to uncover the rela- 
tions existing between New York bank- 
ing institutions and the steel and har- 
vester trusts. Congressman Pujo of 
Louisiana is chairman of the com- 
mittee. 

Financial circles were surprised 
when Mr. Untermyer declared not 
long ago that reforms In our laws and

Baked Cold Meat and Potato. 

Tut iu a frying pan a round table- 
spoonful of butter. When It becomes 
hot stir into it a tcaspoonful of chop- 
ped onion and a tablespoonful of flour, 
stirring it constantly until it is smooth 
and frothy. Then add two-thirds of a 
cupful of cold milk or water. Season 
with salt and popper and allow It to 
come to a boil, then add a cupful of cold 
meat finely chopped. Let this all heat 
thoroughly, then turn Into a dish well 
buttered. Spread hot or cold mashed 
potatoes over the top and cook In mod- 
erate oven fifteen or twenty minutes. 

Taa Biscuits. 

Into one pint of sifted flour rub one 
tablespoonful of butter, one tab^espoon- 
ful of lard and one small teaspoonful 
of salt. Dissolve one yeast cake In a 
pint of lukewarm milk and make a 
moderately stiff dough. Set In a mod- 
erately warm place free from draft to 
rise. When well risen (which will be 
In about an hour) make Into biscuits, 
fet them to rise and bake in a quick 
oven. When baked brush over tops 
lightly with milk. 

Rhubarb and Raiain Pia. 

Mix together three cupfuls chopped 
rhubarb, one cupful seeded and cliop- 
j>ed raisins, three cupfuls fine cracker 
crumbs, one-half teaspoonful cinna- 
mon. one-quarter teaspoonful each 
clove nnd nutmeg, one and n half cup- 
fuls sugar, three-quarters cupful of 
molasses. Turn Into pie plates lined 
with paste, dot generously with butter, 
cover with upper crust having slits for 
steam to escape. Bake In moderate

MOVING THE PIANO. 

Changing Its Position In a Room Will 
Affect Its Tone. 

It Is said that the very act of mov- 
ing a piano around In a room Is suffi- 
cient to disturb Its tonal qualities. 
When a piano has been moved into 
the position for which it Is intended, 
is accustomed to the temperature and 
the drafts prevalent, It should be tuned, 
experts say. Any change of tempera- 
ture or movement may cause the 
strings to contract or expand slightly 
with the resultant loss or gain of half 
a semitone. Changing the position of a 
piano is said to have almost the same 
effect as constant playing, only In the 
latter case the constant action of the 
hammers against the strlugs tends to 
loosen their adjustment nnd the Instru- 
ment runs out of tune. 

Sea air lias also a detrimental effect 
on pianos. Here again contraction 
and expansion of the wires are the 
chief causes of disturbance. I‘lano 9 
constructed for the tropics are much 
more strongly built than those used In 
temperate climates. Wood that Is not 
liable to warp aud crack Is used in the 
sounding Ixiards; otherwise they have 
to !>e brass bound and stayed to pre- 
vent splitting.— New York Sun.

ON THE FARM

Give the young chicks a chance at the 
insects in the orchard and garden. 

Do not be afraid to thin out fruit or 
plants. The same rule will apply to root 
crops. 

The cow’s bowels can he kept regular 
and the coat improved by feeding a small 
amount of oil cake or gr> *md linseed 
once or twice a week. 

Have an old broom in the stable to 
clean the thickest tntid front the horses’ 
legs. Then rub the rest off with a coarse 
cloth or a handful of dean straw. 

Mow the lawus about the garden and 
house frequently, now. The short clip- 
pings can be left on the sod, to form a 
mulch for the grass roots and to preset ve 
moisture. 

Whatever animals you keep, aim to 
feed for rapid early growth, as the young 
animal makes the most economical gains 
from its feed. 

Keep up a good strong flow during the 
hot weeks of summer by using fly repel- 
lanls and feeding soiling crops when pas- 
ture grass is dry and short. It is easier 
to keep up tin* flow than to bring it back. 

Cleanliness is one work which the 
poultry man must bear in mind. Wash 
out and disinfect poultry houses, coops 
and brooders frequently during the hot 
months. Cheap disinfectants will save 
the lives of many birds. 

In driving cows, do not move them fas- 
ter than a comfortable walk. A dairy 
cow that is compelled to walk a long way 
to pasture, or to travel far in the pasture 
for her feed, uses up energy that will de- 
crease the milk flow. 

Where early crops have been taken 
from spaces in the garden and no late 
crops for the table arc to be planted, pre- 
pare the spaces and sow to cow peas, 
clover or some legume to occupy and fer- 
tilize tlic soil. This cover crop may be 
plowed under in the fall or following 
spring to advantage. 

Tlte longer we farm, says an experienced 
contemporary, the more thoroughly satis- 
fled do we become that it pays to keep 
stock grow ing steadily all the time, just 
the same as a crop, aud that any failure 
to do this is a failure to secure as much 
protit as we could. 

Feed the moulting hens well. Do not 
cut down on the feed because the egg 
yield is falling off. The hens, if they 
have been properly eared for, have done 
their share and now that they are going 
iu the inuiill should receive the same 
care aud attention as when iu full lay. 

In furnishing eggs to private trade, be 
careful and honest to give honest value 
in cleanliness and freshness of product. 
Customers soon learn to know the quality 
of your goods, and if you can always sup- 
ply the best, you are sure of securing llie 
(test prices. Doubtful dealers in eggs 
soon go begging for trade. 

Meadows that have been used for hay 
this summer hut which will be plowed up 
this fall or next spring for some oilier 
crop, make the best kind of clean pasture 
for late summer and fall. If all spare 
fields are used for pasture in late summer 
when the regular pasture will have time 
for a good late summer and early fall 
growth for good late pasture. 

I 

Cow peas and corn mixed make a rich i 
and valuable silage feed. The peas are i 
relatively rich in protein and the corn 
correspondingly rieli in carbohydrates; 1 
heuce, the mixture makes a reasonably 
rich balaLced ration, which at the same 1 
time is succulent, bulky and easily diges- , 
ted. The mixture is especially good for ^ 
feeding producing cows and beef animals 
for fattening. 

The dairyman who expects his cows to 1 
give liberal flows of milk for long periods 
must be | provided to furnish his cows 
with nutritions supplementary feeds when J 
pastures are short. Wheat, bran, shorts, j 
cotton-seed meal and ground corn are ] 
some of the good supplementary feeds. 
Corn silage in the silo should be on hand, 1 
not only for winter feeding, but for times I 
in summer and fall, when pastures are 
short. 

Fanners have always been men of high , 
personal character, but in former years , 


many of them were deficient in what was 
then known as “education and polish." 
Now the average farmer is as well educa- 
ted as average men in other walks ot life. 
Many of them have better general and 
special education than the run of doctors, 
politicians and preachers. Their talk and 
actions to him are frequently childish and 
ridiculous, not to mention absolutely false 
iu some cases. He frequently knows how 
much they know when they never wil* 
know that they don’t know 


Many farmers this fall will have silos 
Ailed with new corn silage for the tlrst 
time. Those who intend building silos 
will do well to begin the work early, sev- 
eral weeks in advance of corn ripening. 
At this season there is some spare time 
for the work. If you intend erecting a 
wooden silo, it should lie ordered from 
the agent or manufacturer from thirty to 
sixty days before you need it. This will 
give you plenty of time for hauling and 
construction work to have the silo np anil 
ready when the corn is rcadv to cut. 


One of the main tilings to hear in mind 
in handling hay that is green or sappy is 
that it must not lie disturbed in the mow 
or stack until it lias fully gone through 
the “sweating” or curing process. When 
green hay is placed ill the mow the curing 
process immediately begins. Tills con- 
sists in a fermentation setup by moisture 
in the hay plants and bacteria present. 
Hay in hulk during this process will be- 
come intensely hot and vapor will tie given 
off above the mass. The inexperienced 
person would think 1 he hay was hurtling 
or rotting, but if not disturbed it will 
come through the fermentation process 
all right and the cured hay resulting will 
be much better fed than hay put up en- 
tirely dry. The fermeptation process in 
the mow softens the hay, making it more 
aromatic, tender and digestible.

Very quiet is tlie boot and shoe market 
n iw, for this is the time of year when 
ni ’.liiug sensational develops, and distri- 
bu ors are doing their best to dispose of 
the stocks of summer goods, a* rapidly 
a* possible. In this they are enjoying 
usin' success for the demand of vacation- 
ists i re brisk now, and staple summer 
goods are moving well. So well have 
white goods for women moved that there 
i* a sho tage of some sizes, and retailers 
are find, tg it difficult to recruit their 
stocks. 

Tlie ae ivity in summer staples Is highly 
satlsfac' ary to all concerned, for if the 
summ- r stocks are disposed of promptly 
and .veil cleaned out, the courage of deal- 
e's for the fall season will be refreshed, 
and the prospects of more prompt placing 
of orders for 1913 will be improved. 
The delay in disposing of a season's goods 
always has an influence on the correspond- 
ing season of the next year, and the efforts 
of the manufacturers are affected theieby. 

Another feature of th? present season’s 
business is tlie intention of some distri- 
butors to w ithhold clearance sales of sum- 
mer goods until tlie last of the month) 
thus keeping the summer season longer, 
and realizing a profit, where otherwise 
they would have a loss. 

That these clearance sales will be small 
is probable from tlie fact that dealers 
have been handling fewer novelties and 
freaks, and more staples. The season be- 
gan with tlie intimation that this would 
be tlie case and the result is generally 
satisfactory. Distributors are now talk- 
ing against the policy of so many novel- 
ties, and the prospect for 1913 is that, 
while the customer who seeks a novelty 
will have a choice, the choice will be lim- 
ited in range and in quantity. The gen- 
eral public have been well satisfied with 
tlie styles this season, and those iu particu- 
lar who roll their trousers to a high point 
have been satisfied not to roll them so 
much, and their feet have looked as 
well as usual if not so cons; icuotis by 
their novel shoes. They have found that 
the novelty shoe lias often been produced 
lit the sacrifice of some structural detail 
essential to durability, and the result has 
been a grotesque shoe made even more so 
by the wear inflicted on it, and so soon in 
its career as to make it an unprofitable 
shoe to buy. The experiences of some 
dealers have led them to believe t hat the 
high heel will be desired by women, in 
preference to any more conservative pat- 
tern, and the heel that is 1} inches high 
to 1} inches high will be desired rather 
thau anything lower. 

Indications now seen give reason to be- 
lieve that the white buck leather will be a 
leader next year. 1’ians arc being made 
to put boots of this popular leather on 
sale at the spriug opening, to be followed 
by low-cuts as the season grows warmer. 
It is unfortunate that this season's so' 
called white buck leather goods have been 
on sale that were of an inferior grade 
of slock, and to insure a popular sale next 
year the manufacturing and distributing 
trade must unite and maintain the integ- 
rity of the standard, or else see the mar- 
ket avoided. 

With other lines of new goods that hare 
proved desirable cheap imitations have 
damaged the sale of the real goods, and 
in this day of big prices tlie tendency to 
lower the "jade is liable to be more dam- 
aging than would appear at first.— Boston 
Transcript.'

A* a W1 feed for eow: •pumpkins are 
not sufficiently appreciate^ and they are 
perhaps more cheaply grown than vege- 
tables. 

Karly in the month of Aagtist, make a 
sowing of beets. Use an early kind ami 
they will be ready to eat in the fall, when 
young, tender beets are a delicacy. 

Good cultivation during the summer 
will cause fruit trees, bushes and vines to 
grow new wood and form new buds for 
next seasou’s fruit crop. Cultivation 
should cease at the end of summer so the 
wood will have time to develop and 
harden before freeziug weather. 

Celery does better by being transplanted 
three times. Cutting otf the ends Of the | 
roots causes them to spread and the 
plants to grow stockier. The crop re- 
quires a great amount of soil moisture. 
Water artificially when possible and keep 
the surface soil tine and even for li>ilding 
moisture. 

The careful feeder watches little things - 
No man can he a good feeder who is not 
a close observer and quick to note the 
condition of every animal in his charge 
The chief tiling is to suit the rathm to the 
animal. Feeding is so much of an ari 
that not one man in ten knows how to 
feed most successfully. 

The farmer who can not or does not 
grow clover or any of the legumes, which 
contain a relatively large percentage of 
protein, should purchase bran, shorts, nil 
meal, cottou seed meal or tankage in 
supply the necessary protein to tic used 
as supplementary feeds in connection 
with timothy hay, corn and other feeds 
deficient in protein. 

A few dollars each year invented in dis- 
infectants to use about the buildings, 
sheds, lots, and pens of animals is good 
insurance against disease. Often a dol- 
lar invested this way will save $.10 or 
811*0 in animal losses. Liinc, carbolic 
acid, kerosene and a number of crude oil 
products are now for sale every wild e. 1 
They are cheap and safe to use. 

Many horses have the habit of sleeping 
standing up. It is a very injuiioiis habit, 
and the horse should be broken of it if 
possible. Tin: narrow stalls :ii which 
horses are often placed, makes a reeum- ■ 
bent position very diiilcult. It is cruelty 
to tlie animal to place him in such a stall , 
after doing a hard day’s work. 

A writer recommends not to build too j 
deep a silo, as he found that the silage in J 
the lower part of the silo is always more * 
acid (sour). This is certainly not one to 
the deptii of the silo, hut to the condition 
of corn at the time of filling. When we j 
start tilling, the corn in most cases is ! 
still rather green, and if we 111! rapidly | 
tlie silage lias no chance to heat up sullici- 1 i 
ently, and the result is sour silage. 

Newly planted trees require careful at- 1 
tention through the summer, and especially . 
in dry weather. Mulching, by which is ; 
meant the spreading of coarse manure, 
half rotted straw, or any other litter on 
the ground over the roots of the trees, I 
will he always found of great service in 1 
keepiug the ground cool and moist ami i 
promoting the growth of newly trans- 
planted trees. 

* 1 

Some dry feed should be given all pas- 
tured animals during the summer. There 
is no time, however good the pasture may 
tie, when they will not eat dry feed of 
some kind. At one time it may be tim- . 
othy hay, at another time clover hay, and | 
at all times bran, oats or corn. These 
need not to be supplied in large amounts, 
but a small amount of dry matter w ith 
green pasture grass will be relished by 
the animals ami will tend to make their 
flesh firmer and their growth or produc- 
ing power in every way better. 

The main reason that the feeding of 
new corn pays is that all of the plant will 
be eaten by horses, cows and hogs and 
that all is saved and nothing is wasted, 
which is not the case with mature corn 
and corn fodder later in the year. When 
corn is cut green at, or soon after the 
roasting ear stage, the animals will eat 
absolutely all of the plant, which means 
they are deriving far more benefit from it 


than when mature and only a portion of 
the whole plant is eaten. The animals 
derive perhaps 2.1 per cent more value 
from green corn than they do from mature 
dry corn. 

The likes and dislikes of animals arc al- 
most as pronounced as in tlie liumaii fam- 
ily, and unless these are catered to, the 
best returns cannot always be obtained. 
Especially is this so as regards the dairy 
cow. Under high pressure conditions, 
uherefore, it. is a profitable practice to 
take the question of individuality into 
consideration and feed her according to 
her individual needs and humor. In no ' 
other way is it possible to make her a 
contented, satisfied animal, capable of 
giving tlie maximum flow of milk. — Ameri- 
can t'nliivator.

Why Worry? 

[Written for the Gazette and Transcript.] 

Do you ever worry? If so, perhaps 
there is nothing any one can say that w ill 
persuade you to stop. Yet you must 
have had moments when yon could plainly 
see the futility of worry. 

Worrying never kept anybody out of a 
ditllcnlty, it never help**! anybody out; 
rather it Is the straight road to many a 
slough, and he who is enmeshed in worry 
cannot he at his best w hen most he de- 
sires to be. 

A child in school may have the worry 
habit well started. His mother visits 
the class room ami the teacher calls on 
him to recite. Between his anxiety to do 
well and his fear of failure, he flounders 
hopelessly. 

There w as no fault in the child’s prepar- 
ation. He knew his lesson perfectly well. 
His failure was the result of his worry, 
augmented perhaps, by his teacher’s anxi- 
ety that he should show good training 
and his mother's anxiety that he should 
lie a credit to her. 

In later years that, same maternal worry 
may cause unpleasantness, when the 
youth makes his appearance among his 
mother’s friends. It is not enough that 
he must wear his best shoes, a stiff 
bosomed shirt ami cuffs to make him feel 
like a caged bird, but she must follow 
him with her eves, if not in person, and 
when she imagines lie is forgetting his 
manners she must needs frown at him 
ami shake her head waruingly. 

She forgets that it is self-consciousness 
that makes her boy awkward, and that 
she is addiug to his self-consciousness 
every time she lets him feel she is anxious 
about him. 

A normal boy may be awkward, indeed

"Ex- 
amine your account book and let at 
know whether there Is a charge of a 
sovereign on July 4. 19—. for cab hire.” 

The witness took out a small blank- 
book and nervously turned over the 
leaves, ne seemed embarrassed and 
fumbled a great deal, the prisoner’s 
attorney making him more so by 
sternly asking him If he was trying 
not to find the item. Finally he paus- 
ed at a page, down which he began to 
run his finger. Suddenly he stopped. 

"Got It?” asked the lawyer eagerly. 

“I wouldn’t have believed It. Yea. 
here's the charge— a sovereign for cab 
hire July 4. 19—. But there’s a mark 
across It. which menus that It was not 
to l>e charged In my expense account 
when I got back home.” 

“Gentlemen of the Jury.” said the 
attorney, “this is a plain case of alibi. 
My client has been proved to have 
been In London. 3.000 miles from the 
scene of the robbery, two days after 
the crime with which he Is charged 
was committed. The trip across the 
Atlantic has been shortened, but has 
never been made In less than fonr 
days. The prisoner could not have 
come to America Id time to commit 
the robbery.”

Breaking the Chain. 

In 1881 a bill was Introduced In the 
Massachusetts senate which provided 
for a bounty of $5 for the killing of “a 
lynx or wildcat." When the bill was 
under discussion Senator Rice of Es- 
sex. who had a habit of asking the 
committees to explain some parts of 
bills they had reported, said he would 
like to ask the committee who report- 
ed the bill whether the term “lynx or 
wildcat" referred to two different spe- 
cies of animals or whether it was the 
same kind of animal called by different 
names. Senator Rockwell of Pittsfield, 
who never let an opportunity to say a 
goad tiling pass, arose and said. “In 
the absence of the chairman of the 
commitree who reported this bill 1 
would say for the information of the 
honorable senator from Essex, who. 
having always lived in the eastern 
part of the state, is not probably aware 
that for years there has been a chain 
of wildcats roaming over the Berkshire 
hills, that the object of this bill Is to 
take some of the links out of that 
chain.”

How the Name of a Mining 
Town Was Changed

TVndsbot deserved It* name. It 
wan one of those mining camps that 
existed bn If n century ago In which 
wns gat tiered the toughest imputation 
on the face of North American noil, 
one visiting It now would see un at- 
tractive town with paved street* and 
sidewalks, row* of neat dwellings and 
►I res piercing the branches of shade 
trees. 

Hut fifty years ago — then there was a 
different picture. There was but one 
street, and that was a dirt road lined 
with log cabins and board shanties. 
The most pretentious of these were 
drinking and gambling den*. There 
was no law nor semblnnce of law.

The next man to lay himself Halite to 
tin* line was Arkansas Jack.

One 
of the worst men In the town had been 
• mated I*;, the bullet; another had 
goin* of his own accord.

It looked ns if the only reliable way 
of getting rid of SklnDer was to lay 
In wait for him nnd shoot him in the 
back Hut the parties concerned not 
only shrank from an unfair proceed- 
ing even with an incubus on the town 
like Skinner but knew that to perpe- 
trate such a scheme would bring upon 
them the contempt of their fellow citi- 
zens. 

One of the trio. Gut Harbeson. vol- 
uiiti*ered to pit himself against Skin- 
tier. He was to give Skinner cause to 
kill him. This looked very unselfish, 
very noble, on the part of Harbeson. 
but he said that he was Intending to 
fry to get au advantage over bis ene- 
my that would put him under ground 
Instead of himself. He didn't say how 
he projiosed to accomplish this desira- 
ble result, for It was not necessary 
that be should do so. and his plana 
might leak out.

Clean up the old strawberry bed If it is 
to be used again, otherwise it should be 
plowed under. ' 

In making poultry P*y much depends 
upon your ability, yoor experience and 
yonr aptitude in *he work. 

If tiie soil leaves the plowshare shiny 
and wet, wait a day orjtwo. Wet ploa-- 
ing makes a cloddy ground. 

To make horses inattentive to properly 
voiced orders, the best way is to yell at 
them in the most emphatic language at 
your command. 

A tablespoonful of baking soda placed 
in the drinking water two or three times 
a week will prevent bowel trouble in the 
chickens. 

If any fiuits or vegetables are marketed 
see that they are put up in clean, neat and 
well-graded packages. They will sell 
quicker and at a better price. 

l’oultry “systems” requiring close con- 
lim-ment of the flock and a large amount 
of personal attention, are out of place on 
a general farm. 

If you iutend to plant a few choice 
trees next spring, dig large holes for 
them this fall, till them with manure, re- 
moving it next spring and Ailing in up to 
the desired depth for the tree. 

Tiie drinking water that you give to 
your chickens should he iu the shade, for 
when it is exposed for along while to the 
hot glare of the snn, it becomes unhealthy 
for them to drink. 

Small fruits of all kinds respond readily 
to good cultivation. Keep out all weeds 
ami the soil well stirred arouud all vines 
and hushes during tiie growing season so 
that strong growth and bud development 
will take place. 

Young grapevines, berry bushes and 
small fruits of all kinds should be kept 
clean and cultivated all througli the grow- 
ing season so that a strong root system 
and fruiting buds will have a chance to to 
develop. Cul'.ivation this year is repaid 
with fruit next year. 

It is a mistake to try to grow grapes 
and berries of any kind without cultiva- 
ting them well. So many imagine that all 
they have to do is to set out a patch of 
small fruit and let it grow up without at- 
tention. Here is where the failures are 
made, and this is one reason why so many 
claim there is no money in small fruits. 

Current and gooseberry bushes are fre- 
quently neglected during the summer 
months. Keep tiie weeds down and the 
soil stirred. These small fruits like a 
ricli and moist soil, and they will not 
thrive struggling with weeds and dry 
soil. Mulching in dry weather will pro- 
mote growth and development of fruiting 
branches. For worms ou the leaves, 
spray with pans green solution. 

Good cows are an essential to profltable 
dairying. Yet good cows alone will not 
produce desired results. Good feeding is 
as great a factor as good breeding. The 
cow to produce milk must have materials 
out of which milk can be manufactured, 
if tiie cows could stand for all the seasons 
“knee deep in June grass and clover” they 
would need little other feed for large 
milk yields. Ilut such feed conditions do 
not last alt the year. 

To preserve sound shoulders with hor- 
ses and mules, good collars must he used. 
The collar must flt the shoulders snugly, 
neither tight nor loose about the neck. 

It must not work too far back on the 
shoulder. The cheap collar is dear at auy 
price. One can not aflbrd to sacrifice the 
shoulders of a good work animal for the 
difference in price between a good and 
poor collar. An old collar with a part of 
the tilling coming out or lumpy, must 
never be used. The place for it is the 
compost heap. 

Dead vines at digging time arc not a 
reliable index to the vitalitv of a hill of 
potatoes, so the only safe, sore way of 
obtaining the choicest seed is to mark the 
vigorous plants while they are green. 
Just before digging the entire crop, I al- 
ways take a spade or a potato folk and 
carefully dig these seed hills. Then I al- 
low the tubers to green in the son for a 
few days and then store them in crates 
until planting time next spring.— Denver 
Field and Farm. 


The conditions for hay and forage this 
year seem so far much better than last 
year. Already a good hay crop has been 
harvested over wide sections of the coun- 
try. Late supplementary crops are doing 
well, and corn in general is promising 
very well. With a good corn crop and 
good supplementary late hay and forage 
crops, the prospects are for plenty of hay 
and fodder this fall. Yet it must be re- 
membered that the country is growing 
bigger each year with more and larger de- 
mands for feed and foods. The wise far- 
mer will not allow a single ton of hay or 
fodder to waste in the Held. All will be 
hsrvested and stored for home feeding or 
for sale. Hay may not be as high priced 
as it was last spring, yet hay will be hay 
from now on every year. It is worth 
money, dirrctly and indirectly. 

Shoe Industry. 

Talk of higher prices in the hoot and 
shoe market is not surprising when a 
wholesale honse can state that its summer 
business has been 30 per cent larger than 
that of last year.' When it is remembered 
that the sources of material are more con- 
stricted, the increased demand for finished 
goods naturally means higher prices. 

It has been a good summer for business 
after all, and now the end of the season 
is at hand, and all energies are being bent 
toward the fall trade, and early deliveries 
are being made. Orders have been satis- 
fatetory and a larger business than a year 
ago seems to be in sight. The movement 
of school shoes has begun, and there are 
signs which seem to indicate the probable 
trend of business. 

For example : the call for velvet boots 
for women Is being heard again ;and white 
buck goods are being given attention. 
The tendency toward cloth-topped boots 
is becoming stronger, and the high cost 
of leather is a moving factor in this. 

It is stated on good authority that tiie 
comparative costs of cloth-topped boots 
aud all-leather ones puts the cloth-topped 
aiiead as the cheaper by at least ten cents 
a pair. That is a small kern, but it in- 
dicates greater possibilities, for so far the 
cloth-topped boot has been for women, s 
wear, as the materials used have been 
feminiue in character. If a fabric can be 
designed which yvill be appropriate to a 
man’s boot and a tasteful boot can be 
created at a less cost than the all-leather, 
it may be expected that it will And buyers. 

So far the use of fabrics has been prin- 
cipally conflned to the tops of boots, and 
not much to vamps except in velvet boots. 
In order to produce a complete substitute 
for the leather hoot, a fabric must be 
devised which will be durable in the vamp 
as well as the top and withstand the wear 
and tear of a man’s foot. If this can be 
accomplished it will be a decided advance 
toward the practical solution of the prob- 
lem of the high cost of living. 

In view of the conditions affecting hides 
and leather the future of the good shoe is 
in danger. Either it must be sold at a 
high price or because it is a good shoe, 
or it must be cheapened in construction 
and sold at a lower price, ceasing to be a 
good shoe. 

How to meet this situation is the pro- 
blem. The general opinion has favored 
the good shoe even at a high price, and 
year after year, as the situation has hem 
developing, shoe manufactures have been 
studying how to keep the shoe good. At 
the same time they have had calls for less 
expensive and consequently less durable 
shoes, aud they have tried to make them 
as good as their value. Now the problem 
will be what to leave out of the shoe to 
make it cheaper, and at the same time 
substitute someihiug for the part taken 
out, for there is nothing wasted in build- 
ing a shoe these days. A new fleid of in- 
vention is opening to aoyone of idears 
who can design a shoe that is durable 
and yet be made with a minimum of lea- 
ther. Leather is to valuable for shoes ; 
it is to ranch needed in automobile uphol- 
stery and suit cases.

A IM’TY TO TIIK SCHOOLS. 

The schools of Weymouth and vicinity 
arc about to open for another year. Is 
not the fact worthy of some notice? j 
School privileges have come to he so much 
a matter of course w ith us that it is to he 
feared we do not sufficiently realize their 
importance. Suppose it were decided 
that, for the next year, or the next live 
years, there were to lie no schools in Wey- 
mouth. how many of ns would lie satisfied 
ITiipicslionablv most of us would at once 
set. ourselves to reverse such a decision, 
or look for another home. This shows 
that we are not without appreciation of 
school training; vet other facts do show 
that our people are very sluggish and 
negligent in manifesting their interest in 
school matters. School officers, parents, 
and other citizens are variously deficient 
in tin* matter of visiting schools. 

Our school exhibitions, it is true, are 
usually thronged anil perhaps it is better 
to have an interest manifested once a year 
than not at. all. Blit this is not enough. 
There are decided objections to making so 
much of such occasions Many young 
people are only too w illing to make a show 
of themaelvea; few are excessively 
modest and retiring; none need to Ire en- 
couraged to break down that shy reserve 
which Is the charm of youth ami beauty. 
These annual occasions are essentially 
shams, and the tendency is to push them 
farther and farther in that diiectfon. 
Many pupils who make hut a poor llgnre 
in real work are brilliant on the platform 
The popular interest urges in the wrong 
direction; and tin* honors arejapparently 
won many times by those who least de- 
serve honor as students. 

What the schools need, what parents 
ought to give, is their frequent presence 
in the school room. Those who have no 
care for the progress of their children of 
course are not expected to come; but 
those who really wish to encourage their 
children, and show an interest in their 
success can do it more effectively by their 
presence in the schoolroom than by any 
other means. “Actions speak louder than 
words,” and those who will take the 
trouble to visit the schools may thereby 
greatly aid both to stimulate the lazy ami 
reward the faithful workers. 

Teachers will welcome all such visitors 
most heartily. If there are any schools 
in which the presence of parents is not 
desired, the fact is of itself sullieient 
proos that in those schools such presence 
is imperatively demanded. Nothing more 
strongly incites a teacher to earnestness 
or more pleasantly rewards her faithful 
labors than the presence of visitors who 
«an appreciate tier work. 

Especially should all our educated men 
feel ami manifest a hearty interest in our 
public schools. There was a time in New 
England when ministers were leaders in 
tin* education of the voting Ifbv the
